North Cornelly 
man is jailed 
for robbery 


A VULNERABLE 
pensioner was 
locked in his own 
home by a man 
who wanted money 
for drugs, Cardiff 
Crown Court 
has heard, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

The man, aged 71, 
was put into a headlock 
by his attacker and in 
fear he handed over 
his credit card, said 
prosecutor Richard Ace. 

Keith Coombes, 40, 
of Tougher Place, North 
Cornelly, admitted a 
charge of robbery and 


was jailed for three 
years, nine months. 

He received a further 
three months to run con¬ 
secutively for the breach 
of a suspended sentence 
which had been imposed 
for an offence of burglary. 

Judge Timothy Petts 
told him: “You knew 
each other. You knew 
he had money avail¬ 
able and you followed 
him into his house.” 

He added: “You left 
your victim shaken and 
he was insecure in his 
own home. You targeted 
a vulnerable victim.” 

Mr Ace said that on

September 16 last year, 
Coombes approached 
the victim and went into 
his home, locked the 
door from the inside and 
asked for his bank card.

The victim imme¬ 
diately cancelled the 
card. Coombes was 
arrested a short time 
later and claimed that 
at the time he was at 
home, watching a foot¬ 
ball match on television. 

His solicitor, David 
Sedgewick, said: “He 
does not take issue 
with the facts. He had 
known the victim for a 
few months. There was 
no planning involved, 
no punch, no head butt.

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Empty properties 
will no longer have 
council tax discount 


OWNERS of properties 
in Bridgend which have 
been empty for more than 
six months will no longer 
receive a 50 per cent coun¬ 
cil tax discount from April, 
after councillors voted 
to end the arrangement. 

The local authority wants 
to see the county’s long-term 
empty properties brought 
back into use and hopes end¬ 
ing the discount will help. 

It is estimated that 
around 1,240 people will 
be affected by the changes. 

It is part of a wider strategy 
to deal with empty homes which 


involves using enforcement action 
such as Compulsory Purchase 
Orders, enforced sales, and taking 
over the management of properties. 

Under the plans, the 50 per 
cent discount will no longer apply 
to: properties remaining empty 
and unfurnished after the initial 
six-month exemption; properties 
under renovation for longer than 
12 months; properties remaining 
empty after the six-month probate 
exemption has expired; properties 
unoccupied but furnished and 
actively marketed for let or sale. 

The council ended the 50 per 
cent council tax discount on second 
homes and holiday lets in 2000. 

Council officers have said that 


ending the discount could mean 
an additional £933,000 could be 
raised in council tax in 2019-20. 

Due to the way Welsh 
Government calculates the annual 
funding grant for local authorities 
at present, the council will not 
benefit in direct financial terms 
from the additional money. 

Officers also said that full 
collection is “not a realistic 
assumption” due to there being 
an element of non-payment. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to end the discount at 
a full council meeting on 
Wednesday, February 20.

GEM reader asks why 
the Autism Bill failed 


H ealth and Social Care is 
one of Wales’ devolved powers. 

Under that power, the Welsh Assembly 
is in control of care, treatment and diagnosis 
of people who have autism. Very recently, the 
leader of the Conservative group in the National 
Assembly for Wales put a bill to the Assembly. 

The bill would have improved diagnosis of

strategy. 

The bill was defeated 28 votes to 24. The 24 
votes came from Conservative AMs, UKIP AMs 
and Plaid Cymru AMs. All 28 votes were Labour. 

When questioned by me. Vale AM Jane Hurt 
claimed that the bill did not meet the needs of the 
autism community in Wales. 

If that was the case, why was it endorsed by 
Wales’ autism community? If other political parties 
can support it, why can’t Labour? It was, I believe, 
a simple game of party politics which has had an 
impact on thousands of autistic people in Wales.

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Sixth Form survey 
reminder for residents 


Local social worker is 
removed from 
Register for breaching 
confidentiality and 
inappropriate behaviour 


A SOCIAL worker has 
been removed from the 
Register of Social Care 
Workers after a Social 
Care Wales hearing found 
her fitness to practise was 
impaired because of her 
serious misconduct. 

Lucy Bagnall was accused 
of multiple serious failings in 
relation to her work as a social 
worker at Bridgend County 
Borough Council and Compass 
Fostering. 

The hearing was told that Ms 
Bagnall breached confidentiality 
when she shared confidential 
information she learned as a 
social worker in online messages 
and made derogatory and defam¬ 
atory remarks about a couple 
whose grandchildren had been 
taken into care. 

Ms Bagnall was also accused 
of forming an inappropriate per¬ 
sonal relationship with a foster 
carer she had been assigned to 
supervise. 


She was accused of breaching 
confidentiality by sharing 
confidential information about 
her work with the foster carer, 
and failing to protect the child 
being fostered by not disclosing 
that the child was being allowed 
to watch inappropriately scary 
films. 

The hearing was also told that 
she colluded with the foster carer 
to suppress this information. 

Ms Bagnall did not attend the 
two-day hearing at the Holiday 
Inn in Cardiff last week. 

Having heard and seen all 
the evidence presented, the 
panel found that Ms Bagnall’s 
fitness to practise was currently 
impaired because of her serious 
misconduct. 

Explaining the reasons for its 
decision, the panel said: “In our 
judgement, each of the matters 
we have found proved represent 
conduct that falls short of what 
would be proper in the field of 
professional social care practice. 


“Indeed, the factual findings 
we have made around Ms 
Bagnall’s failures to observe 
confidentiality, failures to have 
regard to her duty to protect 
and inform, and failures to 
observe professional boundaries 
cross the threshold for serious 
misconduct.” 

The panel continued: “In our 
view, Ms Bagnall poses a current 
risk to individuals using services. 
We consider that in the absence 
of any insight or remorse, it is 
unlikely that Ms Bagnall would 
make different decisions or 
behave differently in the future. 

“We are of the view that there 
is a real risk of repetition of the 
conduct we have found proved in 
this case.” 

The panel decided to remove 
Ms Bagnall from the Register 
with immediate effect, saying: 
“On the evidence before us, 
only a Removal Order will be 
adequate in Ms Bagnall’s case.”

BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
is reminding local resi¬ 
dents that they can have 
their say on the future of 
post-16 education before a 
public consultation closes 
on Wednesday, March 13. 

Currently there are sixth 
forms in every secondary school 
in Bridgend county borough, 
varying in size from 76 to 347 
pupils. Around 40 pupils also 
attend the sixth form provision 
at two special schools in the 
county borough, while Bridgend 
College also provides a range of 
vocational pathways for approx¬ 
imately 2,000 learners aged 16 
to 18. 

The council’s public con¬ 
sultation, which has been open 
since the start of December, asks 
whether sixth forms should be 
kept as they are or whether alter¬ 
native options could better meet 
the needs of local students. 

The options include: closing 
all sixth forms and instead 
developing a state-of-the-art 
sixth form centre, which would 
either be governed by the local 
authority or a further education 
college; having a mixture of 
school sixth forms with some 
mergers to create a new sixth 
form centre run by either the 
loeal authority or a further edu¬ 
cation college; or having a full 
tertiary model governed by the 


further education sector. 

Separate arrangements are 
being proposed for Welsh- 
medium and faith education. It is 
suggested that the collaboration 
between Ysgol Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd and Ysgol Gyfun 
Gymraeg Llanhari in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf should continue 
to develop, with Archbishop 
McGrath Catholic High School 
continuing to form close relation¬ 
ships with other sixth forms and 
Bridgend College. A full review 
of post 16 provisions for young 
people with additional learning 
needs is also being carried out. 

Throughout the consultation 
process parents, staff and gover¬ 
nors have been attending a range 
of sessions in secondary schools 
across the borough to discuss the 
potential options and share their 
views. 

A few additional sessions have 
also been arranged: 

Monday, March 4 - Cynffig 
Comprehensive School at 5pm. 

Tuesday, March 5 - Pencoed 
Comprehensive School at 4pm. 

Tuesday, March 5 - Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School at 
6:30pm. 

Wednesday, March 6 - 
Archbishop McGrath Catholic 
High School at 6pm. 

Monday, March 11 - Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg Llangynwyd at 
5pm. 

These consultation sessions 


are open to any parents and 
carers of both primary and 
secondary school age pupils 
(who attend any local school) or 
anyone who has an interest in the 
future of post-16 education in the 
local area. 

Cllr Charles Smith, cabinet 
member for education and regen¬ 
eration, said: “While there are 
many positive factors to the way 
post-16 education is currently 
running here in Bridgend county 
borough, there are unfortunately 
some negatives too. For example, 
due to the limited number of 
subjects that are on offer in some 
sixth forms, pupils aren’t always 
able to take the subjects they 
would like to. 

“We are carrying out this 
public consultation to hear the 
views of local residents, pupils 
and governors so that we are able 
to weigh up the pros and cons of 
each option.” 

As well as an online bilingual 
survey available on the consul¬ 
tation pages of the council’s 
website, paper copies can be 
accessed by calling the consul¬ 
tation team on 01656 643664 or 
collecting from the Civic Offices 
in Bridgend. 

A report on the outcomes of 
the consultation will be provided 
to cabinet members in April, and 
further public consultation will 
then be held before any final 
decision is taken.

A statutory notice 
outlining the proposals 
will now be published 
for 28 days.

Over the last two 
years, BCBC has set 
aside around £300,000 
for new learning 
resource centres for 
pupils with autism in 
both Welsh-medium and 
English-medium schools. 

In response to the 
announcement, Clh 
Carolyn Webster, chair 
of a BCBC scrutiny 
committee with, primar¬ 
ily, responsibility for 
education, said: “While I 
welcome this investment 
in Welsh Medium 
Provision for children 
with autistic spectrum 
disorders (ASD) in 
Bridgend, this doesn’t 
ease my concerns 
regarding the availability 
of specialist Welsh 
language teachers. 

“As mentioned in 
a public consultation 
I attended last week, 
Welsh medium teachers 
are in short supply and 
I have concerns that 
these posts will be filled 
straight away. 

“On a wider note, as 
more and more children 
are being diagnosed with 
ASD, this local authority 
needs to start looking at 
a specialist ASD provi¬ 
sion within the county. 

“Units within 
mainstream schools are 
not the answer for all 
touched by autism.”

Berwyn Centre legacy 
pays for a major revamp 
of Nantymoel club 


THE Nantymoel 
Boys and Girls 
Club has undergone 
tranformation - 
costing £350,000 
- to create a ‘com¬ 
munity hub and 
heritage centre’ for 
the Ogmore Valley. 

The centre now 
features a full-size sports 
hall, a cafe, leisure 
and recreation rooms 
equipped with pool 
tables and large-screen 
smart TVs, baby chang¬ 
ing facilities, space for 
meetings, full disabled 
access and more. 

The refurbishment has 
been carried out using 
technical innovations 
such as an ‘infra-red 
heating system, digital 
information displays and 
Wi-Fi throughout the 
building’. 

As well as providing 
a permanent base for 
the community policing 
team, the building will 
also act as the new 
Ogmore Heritage Centre, 
a visitor attraction which 
will use the existing 
community route to link 
with Bryngarw Country 
Park and form the new 
Ogmore Valley Heritage 
Trail. 

Featuring proposed 
bicycle hire facilities 
at Bryngarw and 
‘voice-app information 
displays’ placed along 
the route, the trail will 
finish at the new heritage 
centre, which will act 
as a bike-friendly venue 
complete with repair 
stands, pumps and bike 
racks. 

The Deputy Leader 
of Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) Cllr Hywel 
Williams said: “When 
the former Berwyn 
Community Centre 
had to be demolished 


because of its structural 
issues, the council 
pledged to invest in a 
replacement facility. 

“The Nantymoel 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club 
is a landmark venue 
with a proud history 
in the Ogmore Valley, 
but this upgrade and 
refurbishment has helped 
to secure a new future 
for it as well. 

“It will continue to 
act as the home of the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club 
while also serving the 
community as a fully 
modernised hub suitable 
for a wide range of uses. 

“With new artwork 
and community seating 
planned for the site 
of the former Berwyn 
Centre, this has been a 
real partnership effort, 
and I want to thank 
everyone who has 
helped to deliver this 
fantastic new facility 
for the people of the 
Ogmore Valley.” 

The project has been

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Council attempts to 
cut number of ‘out-of- 
county’ placements 



THE way that children 
receive care and support in 
Bridgend county borough 
will be improved after a 
‘remodellin’g of placement 
service for looked-after 
children, a spokesperson for 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has said. 

The improvements inelude 
developments at two local care 
homes, which, it is hoped, will 
prevent children from having to 
be placed outside of the area. 

The spokesperson said: “Maple 
Tree House has been refurbished 
to provide an environment for chil¬ 
dren aged between eight and 18. 

“The staff can get to know them 
within a comfortable, homely 
setting as they develop a better 
understanding of what long¬ 
term support may be required. 

“While their needs are being 
assessed, staff are on hand 24-7 to 
offer the children the right type of 


practical and therapeutic support.” 

The spokesperson added that 
four short-term assessment beds as 
well as facilities for two emergency 
placements, should mean that 
Maple Tree House should play an 
important role in helping to keep 
children within the area instead of 
having to be placed further away. 

“As part of the remodelling, 
the Sunnybank residential home 
has also been developed so that 
it can offer levels of support for 
children and young people who 
need to be cared for in a residen¬ 
tial setting over a longer period.” 

The spokesperson also said 
that the service is recruiting and 
training transitional foster car¬ 
ers who, it was said, will help 
young people move towards 
the goal of being able to live 
with a foster carer long-term. 

“Other aspects of the remod¬ 
elled service include supported 
lodgings and supported living 
schemes which are helping young 


people over the age of 16 to 
prepare to live independently.” 

Cllr Phil White, cabinet 
member for social services and 
early help, said: “We recently 
remodelled our service for 
looked-after children to create 
more flexible placement options, 
and Maple Tree House forms an 
important part of this strategy. 

“In future, we will be able to offer 
children and young people more 
local placements within the county 
borough that are closer to home. 

“BCBC and its partners are 
committed towards safeguard¬ 
ing and protecting the health, 
well-being and rights of local 
children and young people. Maple 
Tree House, Sunnybank and the 
remodelled placement service 
will help strengthen our efforts 
to ensure that people can live free 
from harm, abuse and neglect.”

‘nurture’ unit in

A FACILITY at a Bridgend 
primary school which focuses 
on enabling a child to rein¬ 
tegrate into a mainstream 
classroom is set to close 
in the next few months. 

The ‘nurture provision’ at Betws 
Frimary School, which has space for 
eight children, is to close, saving the 
council around £50,000. 

Children currently using it will either 
be reintegrated back into mainstream 
school or move to the foundation phase 
of The Bridge, a specialist unit in 
Brynmenyn. 

The Bridge is for pupils of both 
primary and secondary age who have a 
range of social, emotional and behav¬ 
ioural difficulties. 

Education officers say the founda¬ 
tion phase is being introduced at The 
Bridge for 12 pupils providing the 
opportunity for pupils to be reinte¬ 
grated into their mainstream schools at 
an earlier stage if appropriate. 

The same transport for pupils will be 
provided as it is to the Betws nurture 
class. 

A consultation on the planned clo¬ 
sure was held at the end of 2018. 

Councillors at a cabinet meeting on 
February 19 authorised the publication 
of a 28-day statutory notice period 
which will take place to allow for any 
formal objections to be made about the 


closure. If there are any, the decision 
will go back before cabinet members. 

Education officers have said the 
£50,000 savings will be reallocated 
within the primary school’s budget. 

Betws Frimary School currently has 
228 pupils between the ages of three 
to 11. The school identifies around 42 
per cent of pupils as having additional 
learning needs; the national average is 
21 per cent. 

In response, Cllr Carolyn Webster, 
chair of a BCBC scrutiny committee 
with primary responsibility responded, 
saying: “Nurture groups are a short¬ 
term, focused intervention for children 
with particular social, emotional and 
behavioural difficulties which are 
creating a barrier to learning within a 
mainstream class. 

“Should this closure go ahead. 
The Welsh Conservative Group in 
Bridgend shall continue to monitor 
the attainment of the children who will 
no longer have access to this nurture 
group to ensure that their education 
targets are met and to ensure that 
standards do not fall in the wider 
school.” 

“These are the day-to-day effects of 
the continual reduction in budget being 
forced onto local authorities by the 
Welsh Labour Government, actions 
which hurt the many, not the few.”

AM asks for focus on Active Travel Act 


HUW Irranca-Davies AM 
is the Assembly Member for 
Ogmore, and chair of the Cross- 
Party Group on Active Travel. 

He is also a daily “utilitarian” 
cyclist, cycling to work and events, and 
is calling for Wales to make a suc¬ 
cess of its active travel legislation. 

The Active Travel Act was passed in 
2013 with the aim of reducing congestion 
on the roads, encouraging people to be 
more physically active, reducing pollutants 
and combating climate change by encour¬ 
aging more people to choose walking and 


cycling over the car for short journeys. 

The aim is to make cycling and walking 
in Wales ‘the most natural and normal way 
of getting about’, and he will ask ministers 
to set out how they will make that a reality. 

Mr Irranca-Davies is leading a Member’s 
Debate in the National Assembly for Wales 
that calls for “...the Welsh Government 
to refresh its ambition for active travel 
in Wales by producing a comprehensive 
active travel strategy including ambitious 
targets and a detailed plan for long term 
investment in active travel infrastructure”. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said: “Getting more 


people walking and cycling has to be 
a top priority for Wales. We are fac¬ 
ing a public health crisis as a lack of 
physical activity gives rise to lifestyle 
diseases that place massive burdens on 
our NHS. We also have major problems 
with air quality around many of our roads. 

“The Active Travel Act is a great piece 
of legislation but after six years of frankly 
disappointing progress on the number of 
people choosing active travel, it is time 
for the government to step up a gear and 
make the Act realise its full potential.”

Councillor explains why he 
voted against police precept rise 


A BRIDGEND councillor who sits 
on a panel scrutinising South Wales 
Police said he voted against a rise 
in its precept because he could 
not accept the policy behind it. 

The amount that council taxpayers will 
contribute to policing in south Wales goes 
up 10.28 per cent from April. The force 
decided to press ahead with the hike for 
2019/2020 despite the South Wales Police 
and Crime Panel refusing to back it, and 
asking Police and Crime Commissioner 
Alun Michael to come back with a smaller 
increase. 

Asked at a full Bridgend council meeting 
on February 20 which way he had voted, 
Richard Young, cabinet member for com¬ 
munities said: “I voted against the increase. 

“It’s not that I was prepared to vote 
against an increase for the police and it’s 
not that I couldn’t accept this high level, 
it’s because I couldn’t accept the policy 
behind it.” 

He said South Wales Police had suffered 
“cut after cut” over the last few years and 
was now at a level which was below what 
it received before 2000. 


“Although the city of Cardiff lies within 
the South Wales Police borders there is no 
uplift for policing a capital city, like police 
in Scotland get for policing Edinburgh and 
the Northern Ireland police service get for 
policing Belfast. 

“There is no recognition that Cardiff is a 
capital city at all, that is unacceptable. The 
terrorist threat in Cardiff, I would suggest, 
has increased because of that. 

“We have approached the Welsh 
Secretary to help us make a presentation to 
the Home Office on that but as yet we have 
had no joy.” 

He added: “The other reason is that this 
is a deliberate policy by Westminster. The 
Home Office agrees that the police need 
more money but they are not prepared to 
fund it - by doubling the precept, they are 
now passing their responsibility on to the 
individual and I object to that. 

“Had they come back and given us a 
range of between 5 per cent and 10 per 
cent, then I would have looked at that with 
some favour and argued for an increase; but 
I couldn’t vote for 10.28 per cent. 

“I could not support the policy from 


Westminster.” 

Cllr Matthew Voisey (Conservative) who 
had asked Cllr Young how he had voted 
said the increase was “extraordinary”. He 
said: “I know the Home Office authorised 
the increase but taking the maximum that 
they [South Wales Police] possibly can is 
crazy. 

“The sooner we get rid of Police 
Commissioners and let police constables 
run the services the sooner the better. Even 
though it was a good idea at the time, it’s 
clearly not in the interests of the taxpayer.” 

The precept charged by South Wales 
Police is added to the council tax bills in 
all the areas covered by the force, which 
includes Cardiff, Swansea, Bridgend, 
Neath Port Talbot, Rhondda Cynon Taf 
and Merthyr. The hike amounts to an extra 
£24 per year for someone living in a band 
D property - a rise of 46p a week. 

South Wales Police has to make more 
than £7 million of savings over the coming 
year, having already made £51 million cuts 
since 2011/2012.

Pontycymer man 
had child pornography 
on his computer 


Maesteg Male 
Voice Choir

A Pontycymer man who 
was found in possession of 
hundreds of images of child 
pornography denied being 
responsible and blamed some¬ 
one else, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

That innocent person was inter¬ 
viewed by the police who discovered 
that 46-year-old Paul Thomas had 
been lying, said prosecutor Rachel 
Knight at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Thomas of Nant-yr-Ychain pleaded 
guilty to three charges of possessing 
indecent images of children and one 
of possessing extreme pornography. 

He was sentenced to 36 weeks 
imprisonment, suspended for 
two years, and made subject to 
a rehabilitation requirement. 

Judge Christopher Vosper 
told him: “Blaming someone 
else was unworthy of you.” 

Ms Knight said the police 
went to Thomas’ address where 


he handed over his computer. 

A hi-tech crime unit found a total of 
627 images. There were 85 of category 

A, the most serious, 72 of category 

B, one movie and 469 of category C. 
In addition, there were 16 vid¬ 
eos of extreme pornography. 

Thomas was arrested and told the 
police “That’s odd,” and claimed 
it might have been someone else 
responsible for the criminality. 

He completely denied search¬ 
ing the net for child pornography. 

“And he went on to deliberately 
attach the blame to someone else.” 

This person was found 
to be completely blameless. 

His counsel, Matthew Roberts, said: 
“He has insight into his offending. He 
also has some mental health issues.” 

He described Thomas as “rather 
lonely, living an isolated life”. 

Thomas was ordered to register 
as a sex offender for seven years. 


‘Grab the window of 
opportunity’ urges 
local AM over Ford 


THE Welsh Government has 
been urged to make the most 
of what is being called a “win¬ 
dow of opportunity” so that 
jobs at Ford’s Bridgend plant 
can be secured for the future. 

Suzy Davies, Welsh Conservative 
AM for South Wales West, reminded 
Welsh Government that Honda’s mis¬ 
fortunes should not distract it from the 
threat of job losses at the Ford plant 
in Bridgend, but Welsh Government 
should be using this time to help both 
supply chain businesses find new 
contracts. 

Asking urgent questions of the 
Welsh Government, Mrs Davies said: 
“In the two-year period before job 
losses hit, Welsh Government should 
be working to help secure opportuni¬ 
ties for supply chain companies for 
both Ford and Honda. 

“This window of opportunity is 
available. 

“Last week I asked Welsh 


Government’s Brexit Minister to pri¬ 
oritise marketing the Welsh expertise 
in the automotive industry across the 
world in order to attract more com¬ 
panies to set up in Wales. It was dis¬ 
appointing therefore to hear from the 
Deputy Minister for Economy today 
that Welsh Government is ‘working 
together’ but he could not shed any 
light on what Welsh Government 
is actually doing to promote Wales 
abroad. 

“Wales is home to the only motor¬ 
cycle engineering programme in the 
UK. With this as well as City Deals 
to boost investment and Enterprise 
Zones to support businesses, Welsh 
Government should be shouting from 
the rooftops to multi-national compa¬ 
nies about why they should come here. 

“All he could say is that the Minister 
would write to me. Ford workers and 
the many residents who work for com¬ 
panies they rely on will expect a lot 
more than that.”

Council discusses 
plans to tackle homes 
left empty or derelict 


THE launch of a confiden¬ 
tial online reporting service 
and the use of enforced sales 
are among some of the plans 
being drawn up by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) to tackle hundreds of 
empty homes in the county. 

The local authority is cracking 
down on owners who have left 
empty residential properties in a 
state of disrepair. In addition to 
using Compulsory Purchase Orders, 
enforced sales and taking over the 
management of properties, BCBC is 
also looking at increasing council tax 
premiums on properties empty for 
two years or longer. 

A public consultation is currently 
under way on the council’s new 
empty properties strategy which 
points out that bringing an empty 
property back into use can reduce 
vandalism, arson or squatting, 
increase property values, and enhance 
the viability and vitality of town 
centres. 

At a scrutiny committee meeting 
on February 25, councillors 
welcomed the new focus. Cllr 
Matthew Voisey said: “I think we 
need to make people who own these 
properties aware that we will use the 
strategy and the legislation we have 
in our powers of enforcement. 

“I think there’s been a potential for 
people to thi nk the council won’t do 
it, but we need to show we have the 
teeth and are prepared to bite.” 

In June 2018 there were 1,225 
private sector residential properties 
empty for six months or more, 
which accounted for two per cent of 
the county’s residential properties. 
Almost half had been empty for 
two or more years while a third had 
been empty for six to 12 months. 

In October the council recruited an 
officer dedicated to bringing empty 
properties back into use in Bridgend. 

Updating councillors on the 
progress being made, head of 
performance Martin Morgans said: 
“We’ve developed a five-stage 
process and a new information pack, 
we’ve realigned our grant process and 
expressions of interest, and we’ve 
gone out to consultation. 

“We have also been taking some 
of the properties through the process. 
We have sent out 91 letters to 
date and we’ve made 60 physical 
contacts, 31 of those requested grant 
information and we’ve had further 
interest around expressions of interest 
for grants. 

“We’ve had 47 positive responses 
- that’s where property owners decide 
to take remedial action in terms of 
bringing their property back into use 
and, in some cases, they have put 
their property on the market.” 

BCBC is aiming to bring between 
60 to 70 empty homes back into use 
over the next year. Earlier this month 
councillors voted to end the 50 per 


cent council tax discount given to 
owners of properties which have been 
empty for more than six months. 

The council has also set aside 
a fund of £100,000 to help with 
housing renewal and, if necessary, 
enforcement. 

The council is in discussions with 
registered social landlords about 
running a pilot project in which they 
would support the maintenance and 
management of empty properties, 
should the owners ‘wish to take away 
the stress’ of dealing with them. 

Properties can be left empty long¬ 
term for a number of reasons; such 
as unresolved ownership following 
a death, bankruptcy, or repairs and 
renovations being too expensive. 

The strategy aims to increase the 
availability of housing for sale or for 
rent - and does not include commer¬ 
cial properties which will be part of a 
separate strategy. 

Mr Morgans said the council was 
hoping an online service would be 
set up by the end of March to enable 
people to report empty homes and 
issues linked with them. 

He said: “It will be linked to the 
My Account provision so when 
people sign up to it they can report 
multiple things like fly-tipping, dog 
fouling, street lighting and empty 
properties.” 

During the meeting Cllr Stuart 
Baldwin suggested the local authority 
should look at creating training and 
apprenticeship opportunities to enable 
unemployed people to gain skills in 
doing up empty properties. 

Cllr Voisey said there needed to 
be a national policy change where 
unhanded houses were rebanded, to 
act as an incentive for property own¬ 
ers to bring them back into habitable 
use. He said: “Perhaps we need to 
write to the Valuation Office and our 
MPs to ask them to change the rules. 

“We have to use all levers in our 
armoury. We need to have the same 
strategy for commercial properties 
as well. We often hear of properties 
being gutted or the roof being taken 
off to avoid paying tax.” Properties 
are not banded by the Valuation 
Office if they are not complete and fit 
for habitation. 

Officers said that unhanded prop¬ 
erties have remained “hidden” from 
previous empty properties lists, but 
action would be now taken to identify 
the number and location of them. 
Most of the empty properties are in 
and around Maesteg, Porthcawl, and 
Bridgend town centres. 

The council is planning to focus 
on these areas saying the properties 
are more likely to be brought back 
into use due to the attraction of being 
close to town centre amenities. 

A public consultation on the empty 
properties strategy runs until April 
28.

There were no cheers 
and there was no clap¬ 
ping. Perhaps, collec¬ 
tively, it was felt there 
was no need because 
being there was tribute 
enough. Perhaps it’s just 
a bit, well, unBritish to 
do that. Perhaps it was 
to hear the glorious roar 
of six RBI99 engines 
for the last time with¬ 
out any disturbance. 

It was at once a 
moment of quiet pride 
and oddly-moving, 
and there was the odd 


manly chin wobble. 

The ‘Tonka’ has been 
in service nigh-on 40 
years and until just a 
few weeks ago, she was 
still being sortied on ops 
against Daesh in Libya. 

Time and technology 
have moved on, and 
although she has had 
many updates over the 
decades, her generation 
has come to the end and 
it is now down to the 
RAF’s Typhoons and 
Lightnings to defend our 
skies and those of others. 

A couple of young 
chaps - no more than ear- 
ly-20s - when asked why 
they were there, replied: 
“Jut got to be here to say 
goodbye to the Tornado. 
She’s done a great job. 
It’s all the memories.” 

It made the author feel 
rather old. The Tornado, 
in desert pink colours, 
first saw action in the Gulf 
War when the author was 
a young sub in Operation 
Granby, which by a 
reasonable estimate was 
about eight years before 
the two men were bom. 

The flypast was over 
too soon for most, 
who watched, through 
the trees, the flight 
disappear into the 
distance, and history.

Date set for trial 
of councillor

Former council leader’s 

verdict on current 
administration’s 
budget management 

RESIDENTS in the Vale will 
pay 4.9 per cent extra council 
tax from April as the author¬ 
ity’s Conservative leader 
calls for an end to austerity. 

Council leader John Thomas has 
said any further spending cuts will 
affect services as his administration 
proposes £3.7 million in savings for 
2019-20. The proposed budget would 
mean the band D council tax rate 
would be set at £1,245.06 for the next 
financial year. 

Savings across all the council’s ser¬ 
vice areas are planned, but there would 
be cash boosts for social services and 
schools. The proposals would see 27 
full-time job losses at the council, 
excluding schools. It comes after the 
Vale Council’s a nn ual settlement from 
the Welsh Government for 2019-20 
fell by £ 1.18m from the previous year. 

The council has had to make sav¬ 
ings of more than £55m over the 
last nine years. Speaking to the Local 
Democracy Reporting Service, Cllr 
Thomas said he was “pleased” that the 
council tax increase was among the 
lowest in Wales but called for an end 
to austerity. He said: “We can’t really 
make any more savings without having 
an effect on services. All the slack has 
gone from the system. 

“It’s getting more and more difficult 
to provide the same services with less 
money. A lot of services are expected 
to provide more as we increase our 
ageing population, and more children 
need help with additional learning 
needs. Originally I thought austerity 


was necessary. In the initial years it 
had little effect on services. 

“Now we’ve got to the point where 
any savings we make are affecting ser¬ 
vices. It’s time that austerity ended.” 

A projection of the possible total 
shortfall in the council’s funding for 
2020-21 and 2021 -22 could be between 
£9.6m and £13.89m depending on how 
much council tax is increased by. Clh 
Thomas said services will be asked to 
start planning for ways to make the 
further savings required over the next 
two years immediately after the budget 
is passed. 

The council is set to miss its £6.29m 
savings target this year by £724,000 
and services are intending to draw 
money from reserves. Next year’s 
proposed budget involves taking £2m 
from reserves plus a further £lm in 
2020-21. But Cllr Neil Moore, leader 
of Labour on the council, expressed 
doubts as to whether the budget could 
be achieved. 

Cllr Moore said: “Arithmetically 
you could argue that they have bal¬ 
anced the books. They still have to 
make the savings within that budget 
and I’m not convinced they are going 
to be able to. 

“I’m not convinced they are manag¬ 
ing the budgets well or they will again 
this year.” 

The council says the proposed sav¬ 
ings targets for next year are achieva¬ 
ble. Social services will receive £2.2m 
in extra cash but still be required to 
make savings of £545,000.

economies. Dr Lo described how 
Western policymakers have ignored 
the strategic partnership which Russia 
and China has been developing over 
recent years, with President Putin 
determined to maintain Russia’s role 
as one of the three world powers. 
Many observers now see a China/ 
Russia engagement as a game-maker 


in 21st century politics, with China’s 
economic growth inexorably overtak¬ 
ing the USA and assuming the mantle 
of the dominant nation. 

Dr Lo also detailed how the inde¬ 
cision and lack of cohesion among 
Western governments has been 
cynically exploited by the Russian 
President; for example in terms of 
cyber attack in particular against the 
UK and USA, political processes and 
military offensives in Syria and the 
Ukraine. 

This was truly a masterclass in 
analysing the thinking and objectives 


of the Russian President and, by the 
popular acclaim of members. Dr Lo 
has agreed to return and speak at a 
future luneh.

Cold Pursuit is 
quirky but 
inconsequential... 


I T’S safe to 
say that the 
release of Liam 
Neeson’s latest film, 

Cold Pursuit, has 
come with a little 
more scrutiny than 
usual following 
comments made 
during an interview 
promoting it. 

The film has now hit 
cinema screens and sees 
Neeson play snowplough 
driver Nels Coxman, 
whose son is murdered 
at the order of drug lord 
Viking (Tom Bateman). 
Nels takes action into 
his own hands and seeks 
revenge for his son’s 
murder, but his actions 
soon set into motion 
a gang war between 
Viking and White Bull 
(Tom Jackson), one that 
Nels finds himself irrev¬ 
ocably caught up in... 

It’s safe to say that the 
notion of Liam Neeson 
playing a man out to 
avenge wrongdoing 
is something that has 
almost certainly had its 
day, given that we’ve 
had three Taken films, 
and no end of other 
action films starring the 
now 66-year-old actor. 

Cold Pursuit, then, 
decides to take a slightly 
different tack - here 
Neeson plays an ordi¬ 
nary guy determined 
to right a wrong for 
his family, and while it 
has some nice quirky 
elements, it winds up 
feeling like an inconse¬ 
quential and ultimately 
pretty forgettable piece 
of work. 

It’s a film that goes 
for a mixture of Scandi- 
noir and Coen-esque 
irreverence, and while 
it offers up some of 
both, it doesn’t quite 
succeed. On the surface 
the snowy vistas give

it a heady dose of the 
former, while characters 
who are more than just 
genre archetypes fulfil 
the latter, but the sum 
total is just lacking. 

It’s based on 2014 
Norwegian film In 
Order of Disappearance 
and shares that film’s 
director in Hans Fetter 
Molland, who does a 
pretty good job. His 
direction feels assured 
and, crucially, attempts 
to subvert expectations 
(after all, films like these 
are pretty common). 

A title card that keeps 
track of those who die 
in the course of the 
film is a prime example 
of the film’s jet black 
humour; but while that 
works well there’s an 
emotional coldness that 
just doesn’t sit right. 

We’re supposed to 
feel sympathy for Nels’ 
situation, but the film 
never truly conveys the 
depth of his loss, while 
storyline developments 
take some dark turns 
that are delivered with 
flippancy, giving the film 
an odd tone. 

The performances 


are all fine - Neeson’s 
turn is nicely low-key, 
a man seeking answers 
and vengeance for what 
has befallen him and 
his family, while Tom 
Bateman as drug lord 
Viking gives his perfor¬ 
mance a dash of ham 
but, in the grand scheme 
of things, it works. 

Emmy Rossum and 
John Doman as a pair 
of police officers who 
become embroiled in 
the war, are entertaining 
but are dealt with poorly 
by the screenplay: side¬ 
lining them and making 
them unimportant to 
the overall story. It’s 
particularly harsh on the 
former, who channels 
Frances McDormand in 
Fargo (one of the film’s 
touchstones) but doesn’t 
get the opportunity to 
really expand on it. 

This is a film that is 
all surface, no feeling 
- it’s more concerned 
with quirk and style than 
giving it any emotional 
backbone, and given the 
subject matter it needs 
this to really get the 
viewer onside. As it is, 
this lack of depth means 
that Cold Pursuit doesn’t 
linger any longer than 
it takes for the credits 
to roll. 

VERDICT - A film 
that has its moments. 
Cold Pursuit is undone 
by an emotional 
coldness and a lack of 
any real substance. Hans 
Fetter Molland’s direc¬ 
tion has enough about it 
to hold your attention, 
and the performances 
are fine, but its disparate 
elements fail to coalesce 
into something worth¬ 
while. Foor.

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Apartment blocks set 
to be built, despite 
residents’ objections 


ADEVELOPMENT 
of 72 “affordable” 
homes is set to be 
approved in Barry 
despite objections 
from residents. 

Plans to build the 
apartments in two four 
and five storey blocks 
in Subway Road have 
been recommended for 
approval by Vale Council 
officers. The apartments, 
which would all be 
“social rented”, would 
be served by 37 parking 
spaces and would be 
built opposite the coun¬ 
cil’s docks office. 

Vale Council planning 
committee will decide 
whether to approve the 
scheme on Thursday, 
February 28, but around 
20 objections have been 
made against the devel¬ 
opment, including from 
Barry Town Council. 
Concerns have been 
raised about the scale 
and visual impact of the 
buildings, parking, loss 
of privacy for surround¬ 
ing properties and loss 
of existing commercial 
units. 

If the plans are 
approved all the units 
currently on the site, 
including Crefft Kitchen 
and Bedroom Studio 
and the former home of 
Glamorgan Plumbing 
Supplies, would be 
demolished to make way 


for the new development. 

Block one of the devel¬ 
opment, at the southern 
end of the site next to 
Ffordd Y Milleniwm 
would be five storeys 
high, while block two to 
the north would be four 
storeys high. Barry Town 
Council has made strong 
objections to the plans, 
citing ‘the excessive 
height and scale’ of the 
proposed development, 
and ‘potential overlook¬ 
ing’ of the existing two 
storey homes to the rear 
of the site. 

The town council also 
says there could be ‘a 
potential over-devel¬ 
opment of the site’ and 
the proposed car parking 
provision is ‘poor’. 

Neighbouring resi¬ 
dents have also objected 
to the plans, criticising 
its number of parking 
spaces, loss of privacy, 
loss of historic buildings 
and over-development of 
the site. But Vale council 
officers have urged the 
committee to approve the 
plans. 

A housing assessment 
in 2017 said Barry needs 
an extra 576 affordable 
homes each year to keep 
up with demand, while 
there are 452 households 
on the council’s hous¬ 
ing waiting list in the 
Castleland ward of the 
town. The council report 
says: ‘It is considered 


that the development 
would make a significant 
contribution towards 
meeting that housing 
need and, on balance, it is 
considered that it would 
outweigh the modest loss 
of employment space 
within the site, and that 
the loss of that space 
would not significantly 
affect the supply and 
availability of employ¬ 
ment land within Barry. 

“While taller than 
the two and three storey 
dwellings/fiats to the 
rear, the buildings are 
comparable with much of 
the wider street scene and 
they would not appear as 
over-scaled or unusually 
tall in this context, when 
approaching the site from 
either direction along 
Ffordd Y Milleniwm.’ 

The original plans 


were for 80 units but this 
has been revised, with 
block two being scaled 
down from five to four 
storeys. 

The council report 
says: ‘In this case, while 
the building is relatively 
large it is considered that 
the scale, taken together 
with the distance between 
the properties, would 
ensure an acceptable 
level of amenity would 
be preserved and that 
the development would 
not be unreasonably 
overbearing.” 

The GEM put this to 
councillors representing 
the ward; one replied 
saying that they were 
unable to comment.

This year children’s 
services is projecting an 
overspend of £500,000 
due to “the increasing 
complexities of the 
children currently being 
supported, which results 
in their placement in 
very high-cost units”. 
Schools would get £3.4m 
extra money but would 
have a savings target of 
£824,000. 

The council would 
give schools the money 
to fund the full increase 
in costs of employer’s 
pension contribution rate 
increasing from 16.48 
per cent to 23.6 per cent 
from September 1. The 
increase could cost the 
council £3.1m over two 
years, but the authority 
says it has so far received 


no additional money 
from the Welsh or UK 
Governments for this. 

Schools would get 
an extra £770,000 to 
contribute towards other 
pressures in schools such 
as demographic growth. 
Neighbourhood services 
and transport would have 
to save £932,000 and 
face getting £100,000 
less money than this year 
in the proposed budget. 

But £625,000 would 
be provided to deal 
with further pressure 
in the waste collection 
and recycling services. 
Corporate resources, 
which face a £821,000 
savings target, face a 
£10m budget cut.

Only 325 
apprenticeships 
in farming in 
Wales last year 


ONLY one per cent 
of the total number 
of apprenticeships 
available in Wales 
for the last two 
academic years 
were in agriculture, 
latest figures show. 

According to fig¬ 
ures from Stats Wales, 
only 325 of the 31,360 
apprenticeships in 
2017/18 were in the agri¬ 
cultural industry, despite 
the sector accounting 
for four per cent of all 
employment in Wales 
during the same period. 

Welsh Conservative 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs spokesman 
Andrew RT Davies AM 
has described the figures 
as ‘deeply troubling’, 
particularly as the Welsh 
food and drink manu¬ 
facturing sector and its 
supply chain is a major 
contributor to the Welsh 
economy. The total value 
of the sector to the Welsh 
economy, taking into 
account the agricultural, 
processing and retail 
sectors, is estimated to 
be more than £1 billion 


per annum. 

Mr Davies said: 
“The £1 billion Welsh 
food and drink sector 
and its supply chain is 
a major contributor to 
our economy and these 
apprenticeship figures 
are deeply troubling. 

“For the future of our 
industry, it’s vital we 
drive knowledge into 
the sector so we can add 
value to the quality prod¬ 
uct that farms produce 
the length and breadth 
of Wales. 

“Over the last two 
decades, the Welsh 
Labour Government’s 
record of support for the 
rural economy has been 
pitiful and regrettably is 
epitomised in these lat¬ 
est figures. Agriculture 
accounts for four per 
cent of all employment 
in Wales, so we must 
now see a coherent plan 
from the Minister on 
how her department will 
drive a much-needed 
increase in the number 
of apprentices entering 
the industry.”

budget receives a mixed 
reception in the county 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council’s budget 
for the year ahead 
has been approved, 
with cuts of £7.6 
million and a coun¬ 
cil tax increase 
of 5.4 per cent. 

Councillors voted in 
favour of the budget at a 
full council meeting on 
February 20. 

The council tax 
increase in 2019-20 
means that for an aver¬ 
age Band D property the 
council tax will rise by 
£75.40p to £1,470.87 
from £1,395.51. 

Council leader Huw 
David acknowledged 
there were people who 
would struggle to pay 
the new council tax rate 
but claimed there was 
“no alternative”. 

Deputy leader Hywel 
Williams said delivering 
the £7.6m cuts would 
“not be easy” and 
warned that council 
staff would be made 
redundant. 

He said: “We will do 
all we can to implement 
these changes as pain¬ 
lessly as possible.” 

A criticism of the 
budget during the meet¬ 
ing came from Cllr Lyn 
Walters (Conservative) 
who said the budget felt 
like Groundhog Day, 
with too many of the 
planned cuts either cate¬ 
gorised as being at high 
risk or medium risk of 
not being delivered over 
the year ahead. 

She said: “The con¬ 
cerns I raised last year 
are pretty much the same 
ones I have today. This 
year, £4.6m of the cuts 
are rated as high risk 
or medium risk - that 
means there is doubt 
over whether 60 per cent 
of the savings can be 
delivered. 

“I accept we are 
dealing with a difficult 
situation here, dealing 
with savings on top of 
savings, year after year. 


However, in the corpo¬ 
rate world, it would not 
be acceptable to produce 
a plan where 25 per 
cent of proposed budget 
reductions are high risk 
and 35 per cent are 
medium. 

“I do not consider we 
have a balanced budget 
because the high risk 
savings are too high 
risk.” 

Finance officers said 
the delivery of saving 
plans had a good track 
record and Cllr David 
said despite being in a 
similar position last 
year, there was a small 
budget underspend fore¬ 
cast by the end of this 
financial year. 

Officers said the 
majority of the high-risk 
savings were down to 
a “contractual issue” 
involving the Materials 
Recovery and Energy 
Centre in Neath Port 
Talbot, where Bridgend 
sends its non-recyclable 
waste. 

The £7.6m cuts are 
coming from areas 
such as reductions 
in staff across many 
departments, ending bus 
subsidies, removing the 
councillors’ Community 
Action Fund, and rene¬ 
gotiating contracts with 
partners such as HALO 
Leisure and Awen 
Cultural Trust. 

The council has said it 
is trying to keep the bus 
station in Bridgend open 
through options such 
as entering into a part¬ 
nership with Bridgend 
Town Council, charging 
bus operators more for 
using the facility and 
exploring opportunities 
for setting up commer¬ 
cial opportunities. 

However, it has 
warned if it is unable 
to make the planned 
£90,000 savings over the 
next two years, it will 
have to close. 

There are also future 
cuts planned to outdoor 
sports fields and pavil¬ 
ions in an attempt to

save £300,000 a year. 

The council has issued 
a warning to local organ¬ 
isations that if they do 
not take responsibility 
for them through com¬ 
munity asset transfers, 
or pay four or five times 
more to use them, they 
will close, because the 
local authority can no 
longer afford to subsi¬ 
dise them. 

There are reviews 
planned for services that 
include school crossing 
patrols, complex care 
provision, homelessness 
prevention, as well as 
parks and playing fields. 

Pre-application plan¬ 
ning fees are set to rise 
by 10 per cent. 

Charges are also set 
to increase for the green 
waste service from 
£28.30 per household 
to £38.30 - with the 
collection of three bulky 
waste items from £15.50 
to £20. 

Opening hours of 
the community recy¬ 
cling centres are also 
expected to be reduced 
by one hour every day. 
Before these changes 
can happen, contract 
negotiations would need 
to take place with Kier 
and there would have to 
be a public consultation 
regarding the charge 
changes and reduced 
levels of service. 

At the full council 
meeting on February 20, 
Cllr David pointed out 
the cross-party approach 
to the budget-setting pro¬ 
cess, thanking all parties 
for their “non-partisan, 
constructive and mature 
engagement”. 

He said: “We have 
listened to the public and 
headteachers - that’s 
why we’re proposing to 
increase the cash budg¬ 
ets for schools by £4.5m 


without the proposed 
£900,000 efficiency 
saving. 

“This will not be an 
increase in school budg¬ 
ets in real terms, it will 
be a standstill budget 
because they will have 
to fund pension contri¬ 
butions for teachers - 
that is unavoidable. 

“We believe by mak¬ 
ing this cash increase we 
will at least minimise the 
potential job losses and 
cuts.” 

He said that the 5.4 
per cent council tax 
increase would lead to 
an additional £4.6m, 
which was effectively 
going to the county’s 
schools to cover “una¬ 
voidable pressures”. 

Deputy leader Hywel 
Williams said the num¬ 
ber of people responding 
to a public consultation 
on the budget through 
returning surveys had 
increased by 44 per cent 
from last year. 

When it came to the 
budget vote, 32 council¬ 
lors voted for, 11 voted 
against and there were 
10 abstentions.

Sylvesters’ store 
in Barry 
to close down 


THE Silver Star 
Decorating and 
Home Improvement 
store on Barry Docks 
has announced 
a closing down 
sale. The Sylvester 
family have been 
trading in Barry for 
127 years - Barry’s 
longest established 
family business. 

Starting this Friday, 
on St David’s Day, 
March 1, everyone ean 
buy everything in the 
store at half price. 

The business began 
in 1890 when John 
Sylvester came to the 
new town of Barry from 
Taunton in Somerset, to 
begin a deeorating busi¬ 
ness. The first Sylvester 
shop was opened in 
High Street in 1902 and 
as was the tradition in 
those days, decorating 
shops were run by the 
decorator’s wife, who 
was Mrs Louisa Jane 
Sylvester. 

John’s son, John 
Sylvester junior joined 
the business in 1905 and 
was noted for high elass 
decorating, graining and 
sign writing on houses, 
shops, churehes, buses 
and vans, including 
White’s fairground rides, 
fairground organ and 
steam traction engine at 
Barry Island - even the 
Barry lifeboat. 

There were vehicle 
painting works in both 


Thompson Street and 
Kendriek Road and the 
firm is believed to have 
worked on shops and 
houses in every street in 
Barry in pre-war days. 

The business moved 
from High Street to 
Cross Street and Station 
Street in 1902, where 
the deeorating shop was 
eventually run for many 
years by Mrs Violet 
Sylvester, who will be 
remembered by many 
eustomers. 

After the death of 
John Sylvester junior in 
1964, the business was 
eontinued by his sons 
Terry and David, and in 
1969 they opened the 
store at Subway Road,

Woodland Trust to 
donate a magic million! 


THE Woodland Trust (Coed 
Cadw) will give away one 
million trees to schools and 
communities for the first 
time in a single season, with 
the millionth tree hitting the 
ground in the first two weeks 
of March. 

The Trust says it highlights a grow¬ 
ing desire among the public to plant 
trees and to care for the environment. 
Beccy Speight, chief executive of 
the Woodland Trust said: “We’ve 
been close to hitting one million free 
trees for schools and community 
groups for several years, but this is 
the first time we’ve ever sent out that 
magic number in a single season. It’s 
a real milestone for the Trust and 
we’re proud to have achieved such a 
momentous task. 

“There’s a real passion for planting 
across the UK. People want to feel 
they are making a difference. Trees 
resonate on so many levels: they 
make where we live more beautiful, 
they help clean our air, improve our 
soils, clean and hold back water, 
provide a home for wildlife and help 
us address the causes and impacts of 
climate change. 

“Improving mental health and 
well-being is high on the social 
agenda and urban trees in particular 
can help people to feel the benefits of 
being outdoors. Feedback that we’ve 
received from recipients of free trees 
is that improved well-being was one 
of their top reasons to apply. They 
also reported a sense of real achieve¬ 
ment and fulfilment when planting.” 

Free tree packs are currently being 


sent to schools and/or community 
groups in every county in Wales, 
including four to Bridgend and two to 
the Vale of Glamorgan. The packs are 
funded by lead partners Sainsbury’s, 
players of People’s Postcode Lottery, 
and Yorkshire Tea. Since the 
initiative started in 2010, 5.8 million 
trees have been sent to schools and 
community groups keen to improve 
their local area. 

Every tree has been UK sourced 
and grown to guarantee the prove¬ 
nance of native trees. The scheme 
guarantees that trees from a number 
of nurseries marked with the UKSG 
badge are raised from seeds sourced 
only from the UK and grown in the 
UK for their entire lifespan. The aim 
of the scheme is to reduce the risk 
of importing pests and diseases with 
planting stock grown outside the UK. 
All saplings arrive with protection 
to give them the best chance of 
survival, and each pack comes with 
full instructions on planting and after 
care. 

If you would like to apply for free 
trees in the coming season get your 
application in soon, as the scheme is 
once again proving to be extremely 
popular. Tree packs are allocated on 
a first-come-first-served basis. You 
can apply for between 15-420 trees 
depending on the space you have 
available and your requirements. 
Packs are: hedge, copse, wild harvest, 
year round colour, working wood, 
wildwood, wildlife, and urban.

SHEEP and other farm 
animals worth £285,000 
were attacked by dogs 
in Wales last year. 

One in six owners admit their 
dog has eseaped from home, 
sparking concerns that unsuper¬ 
vised pets are attacking livestock. 

The peak time for attacks 
is January to April, during the 
lambing period. 

The results are from a Petbuzz 
Market Research survey of 1,232 
UK pet owners from January 16 
to 24, 2019. 

Rural insurer NFU Mutual is 
mounting a new campaign urging 
dog owners to keep their pets 
under control, after new figures 
reveal the cost of dog attacks on 
livestock more than doubled in 
Wales last year. 

NFU Mutual estimates that the 
total cost of livestock worrying 
to the UK farming industry 
exceeded £1.2m last year. 

There was a huge rise in the 
cost of attacks in 2018, resulting 
in a 113-per-cent increase which 
is estimated the total cost to 
Welsh agriculture was £285,000. 

Although new research 
shows more dog owners are 
putting their pets on leads when 
livestock are nearby, the insurer 
is increasingly concerned by 
reports that many attacks are 
being caused by dogs which 
have been let out in gardens, 
escaping and attacking sheep in 
neighbouring fields. 


The research revealed that one 
in six owners admitted their dog 
had escaped from home and 52 
per cent are allowing their pets to 
go out in the garden unaccompa¬ 
nied when they are not at home. 

Dog attacks on farm animals 
can result in horrific and often 
fatal injuries. Even if a dog 
doesn’t make contact, the distress 
of the chase can cause sheep to 
die and miscarry their lambs. 

According to the research, 87 
per cent of dog owners exercise 
their pets in the countryside, 
with more than 60 per cent 
letting them roam off the lead. 
However, if there is a sign warn¬ 
ing dog owners that livestock 
are in a field, more people (95 
per cent) are putting their dogs 
on the lead - up from 90 per cent 
in 2018. 

The number of dog owners 
who said their pet had chased 
livestock in the past was 6 per 
cent. 

Most dog owners (61 per cent) 
would try to stop a dog chasing a 
sheep in the countryside and sup¬ 
ported measures to crack down 
on the problem of livestock 
worrying. Three quarters of dog 
owners said they would support 
heavy fines, 66 per cent would 
support a ban on dogs from 
livestock fields during lambing 
season, while 57 per cent would 
back laws enabling DNA testing 
of dogs and 42 per cent would 
support owners being banned 
from keeping dogs if their pet 


had been involved in an attack. 

Merfyn Roberts, Senior 
Agent at NFU Mutual in North 
Wales, said: “As the insurer 
of three-quarters of the UK’s 
farmers, we are sadly all too 
aware of the heartbreak and 
distress that dog attacks cause. 
For small farmers in Wales in 
particular, livestock worrying is 
devastating because it has a huge 
impact on their productivity. 
While insurance can cover the 
cost of replacing stock killed and 
the treatment of injured animals, 
there is a knock-on effect on 
breeding programmes that can 
take years to overcome.” 

With many families expected 
to visit the countryside over the 
coming months, the insurer is 
urging dog owners to keep their 
pets on a lead at all times in the 
countryside and for people to 
report out-of-control dogs to a 
local farmer or the police.

WHILE rugby fans

T here are a 
fair number 
of Welsh 
rugby fans who are 
optimists, so they 
may have predicted 
a win over England 
at the Principality 
Stadium, writes 
Philip Irwin. 

Other Welsh fans had 
their fingers crossed 
and hoped for a victory, 
but it is doubtful if any 
of them envisaged the 
manner of that triumph. 

Given the power on 
display when England 
upset the Irish applecart, 
surely Warren Gatland’s 
men would have to 
defend heroically and 
grab their chances when 
they came? 

In fact, the English 
attacking force, led 
by Jonny May, Henry 
Slade, Elliot Daly and 
Manu Tuilagi, made no 
real impact on the game. 

What is more, the 
longer the game wore 
on, the more Wales took 
charge, and the final 9 to 
3 penalty count showed 
how certain English 
players lost their focus. 

In fact, that count 
should have been 9-2, 
because referee Jaco 
Peyper started the match 
ominously (from the 
Welsh point of view) 
penalising Justin Tipuric 
for a low tackle on Billy 
Vunipola, ruling it as a 
‘no arms’ offence. 

That penalty kick 
was taken by Daly, who 
normally knocks them 
over casually from half 
way, but this effort, from 
about 40 metres, was 
dragged wide. 

That was the first 
significant action in 
what turned out to be a 
ferociously intense first 
half but, with the benefit 
of hindsight, the cracks 
in Eddie Jones’ machine 
were visible quite early. 

In the first six 
minutes, two tactical 
high kicks (one by Ben 
Youngs and one by 
Owen Farrell) were way 
off, going pretty much 
vertical and giving the 
England chasers no 
momentum at all. 

Welsh fans (and 
Warren Gatland) had 
faith in Farrell when he 
was the Lions’ outside 
half in New Zealand, so 
it was a bonus for the 
home side that he would 
go on to have probably 


his worst game for 
England. 

However, Wales’ 
kicking in the first half 
wasn’t great either, and 
they had another grim 
day in the line-out, so 
it was England who 
applied most of the 
pressure. 

Much has been made 
of John Mitchell’s 
influence on England’s 
defensive system, with 
‘line speed’ this year’s 
buzzword, and Shaun 
Edwards is quite keen 
on that too, so various 
ball carriers took huge 
hits, and it says a lot for 
their strength that they 
were able to hang on 
to the ball and make it 
available. 

It was, however, slow 
ball and both scrum 
halves were short of 
attacking options. 

Wales were first to 
overdo the line speed, 
getting off side and 
Farrell pegged them 
back in their 25 but a 
series of pick and goes 
helped Wales clear the 
danger. 

After 10 minutes, 
Wales scrum half Gareth 
Davies was up quick to 
rattle Farrell by charging 
down his kick. The 
outside half was relieved 
to see it ricochet to Jack 
Nowell, but Davies 
was lightning on the 
follow up and tackled 
the England right wing, 
before the defence man¬ 
aged to tidy things up. 

Welsh line out trou¬ 
bles enabled England 
to move upheld and, on 
17 minutes, the home 
team were penalised at 
a scrum in front of the 
posts and Farrell made it 
3 - 0. It was scant con¬ 
solation that summariser 
Brian Moore thought 
the penalty should have 
gone the other way. 

Five minutes later, 
Wales put together a 
period of possession 
that made some very 
hard yards, and finally 
won a penalty about 20 
metres out, which Gareth 
Anscombe kicked to 
level the scores. 

Soon after, England 
took the lead with a 
try. Wales infringed 
and England used the 
penalty advantage period 
to launch an attack 
through the middle and 
from that, open-side 
flanker Tom Curry, 
who had a tremendous 
game, took advantage 


of a disorganised fringe 
defence to break through 
and score. Farrell con¬ 
verted to make it 10 - 3. 

I think it’s fair to say 
that there were two big 
moments in the last 10 
minutes of the first half 

First, Wales put 
together a promising 
attack, and Anscombe 
opted for a chip over 
the onrushing defence. 
Henry Slade charged it 
down and was within a 
whisker of being in the 
clear. 

A desperate tackle 
came in, but the danger 
was not over, as Ben 
Young chipped into 
space and it needed 
Liam Williams to show 
straight line speed, and a 
cool head, to tidy up. 

On 34 minutes. Josh 
Navidi made a diving 
interception and Wales 
used the turnover ball 
to advance into the 22, 
where England found 
themselves doggedly 
defending their line. 

When England finally 
put in a clearing kick, 
we had the second big 
moment. Hadleigh 
Parkes had about 15 
metres on Jonny May, 
and up until this point, 
England’s ‘Ferrari’ had 
barely touched the ball, 
but it was scary, watch¬ 
ing the wing eat up the 
yards on Parkes, before 
forcing him into touch 
five yards out. There was 
just time for the line out. 

You didn’t need to be 
a rugby tactician to work 
out how crucial this was 
- although May’s roar of 
delight gave a clue. 

However, Wales 
survived this test of 
character, defending the 
driving maul, and then 
coping with Farrell’s 
cross kick, before put¬ 
ting the ball out of play 


and heading in for the 
half-time debrief from 
the coaching staff. 

It felt to me that 
England had shaded 
what had been an intense 
arm-wrestle of a half, 
but the stats showed 
that Wales had more 
possession and territory, 
and that England had 
been forced to make 
more tackles. 

That heat only 
increased as the second 
half wore on, and it 
turned out to be England 
who couldn’t stand it. 

Play restarted with 
Alun Wyn Jones 
catching Josh Navidi 
by surprise with a quick 
pass. The ball was 
spilled and England put 
together a promising 
attack which only ended 
when Farrell’s kick was 
charged down. 

England continued 
to probe and, from one 
blind-side attack, Farrell 
was nearly away, but put 
a foot in touch. 

On 47 minutes, Wales 
were given a free kick 
and opted for the scrum 
- a sign perhaps that they 
felt the pack were taking 
control. Three minutes 
later Anscombe cross 
kicked for Josh Adams 
to contest the catch 
with Jonny May. The 
England man took it but 
referee Peyper awarded 
Wales a penalty, which 
Anscombe kicked 
to make it 10 - 6 to 
England. The penalty 
count, it was revealed, 
had moved to 7 to 2 in 
Wales’ favour. 

Play restarted and 
England were now 
locked into their kicking 
game, giving Liam 
Williams a chance to 
make two superb catches 
in succession. He 
continued disheartening 


Eddie’s men in this vein, 
and it was no surprise 
when he was named 
man of the match, as he 
regularly turned defence 
into attack. 

On 55 minutes, 

Kyle Sinckler did his 
bit to enhance Warren 
Gatland’s reputation. 
Singled out by the 
Welsh coach as an 
“emotional timebomb” 
he embarked on a crazy 
five minutes. 

After getting involved 
in a ‘heated exchange’ 
that was nothing to do 
with him, he conceded a 
penalty when Anscombe 
chipped ahead. Sinckler 
will no doubt argue that 
he simply stood still, and 
it was the outside half 
who ran into him, but he 
gave the game away by 
leaning into Anscombe, 
making sure that his 
shoulder made contact. 

Ironically, as referee 
Peyper awarded the 
penalty, a stat appeared 
on screen showing that 
Kyle was leading the 
tackle count with 20 - 
prompting Eddie Butler 
to muse: “I wonder if 
that makes it 21?” 

Exeter prop Harri 
Williams was ordered to 
warm up but there was 
still time for Sinckler to 
grab Alun Wyn Jones 
around the neck and 
concede another penalty. 

Williams replaced 
him and after the game, 
Eddie Jones said that the 
substitution was “purely 
tactical”. But of course, 
Eddie. 

Anscombe kicked that 
penalty to make it 10 - 9, 
and England were wob¬ 
bling, with Owen Farrell 
doing an impersonation 
of Dan Biggar in Italy as 
he sent a kick into touch 
on the full. 

Wales now had a good 


attacking line out but 
once again they messed 
up, as Cory Hill fumbled 
the catch. England 
finally saw a chance to 
run and Tuilagi skinned 
Parkes on the outside, 
making 30 yards before 
Wales could close down 
the move, but only by 
conceding a penaly. 
Farrell kicked it to take 
the lead back up to four. 

Dan Biggar came on 
at outside half and made 
clear that his woes in 
Rome were forgotten. 
Good football strikers 
such as Harry Kane can 
miss a chance but not let 
it affect them when the 
next comes along, and 
Dan is very much in that 
category. 

Wales continued 
to have most of the 
possession and, when 
Hadleigh Parkes made 
a break, Gareth Davies 
and Biggar kept the 
attack moving forward 
patiently through the 
phases, until the outside 
half threw a long pass 
to George North on the 
right wing. He couldn’t 
quite get over, but Cory 
Hill arrived with perfect 
timing to take a short 
pass and drive to the 
line. 

He didn’t cross but, 
as they say, the ball only 
has to touch the line. 
Biggar’s superb con¬ 
version made it 16 - 13 
and Wales were ahead 
for the first time with 12 
minutes left. 

Two minutes later, 
there was a scare when 


Gareth Davies’ box kick 
from his own 25 was 
charged down, but the 
ball came back to Biggar 
who, in an instant, 
conjured up a 50-metre 
touchfinder! 

The final 10 minutes 
were most impressive 
from the Welsh point of 
view - a perfect balance 
of pushing for another 
score but taking no risks. 
They were helped when 
England lock Courtney 
Lawes went down with 
a knee injury, and Wales 
kept the ball alive for 
fully three minutes, 
against the tiring 14 of 
England. 

Josh Adams and 
Jonathan Davies worked 
a great chance but, very 
wisely, neither attempted 
a miracle pass, opting 
to take the tackle and 
recycle the ball. 

This spell of Welsh 
possession and pressure 
must have broken 
English hearts, and with 
two minutes left, the TV 
cameras contrasted the 
faces of the two head 
coaches. Not every pic¬ 
ture is worth a thousand 
words, but these were! 

With a minute to go 
England were penalised 
in their own 22, so 
Biggar used the advan¬ 
tage to cross kick to the 
comer and set up a duel 
between Elliot Daly and 
Josh Adams. 

Daly did little wrong, 
but Adams gathered 
at the second attempt, 
fell to the ground and 
reached out to touch 


down and make it 21 - 
13 to Wales. Biggar’s 
conversion just slid by 
the post. 

There was still time 
for England to restart, 
and for Josh Adams to 
take another brilliant 
catch under pressure, 
and then it was a case 
of two carries into the 
red zone and a tap into 
touch, in front of an 
ecstatic Welsh crowd. 

Back when Wales 
made such a sluggish 
start against France, 
there were mutterings 
from the Welsh camp 
that the team had been 
training at maximum 
intensity, aiming to 
reach a peak against 
England. 

It appears that Mr 
Gatland got that dead 
right. 

Now it’s a case of 
treating Scotland with all 
due respect, and holding 
that peak against Ireland. 

A footnote: Call me 
an old romantic, but I 
would like to see France 
get back to playing the 
rugby we all remember 
from their past. On the 
evidence of their game 
against Scotland, they 
now have a pair of half¬ 
backs who could play 
there for the next 10 
years. Dupont is 22, and 
Ntamack is 19. Thank 
the Lord that they didn’t 
start against Wales this 
year!
